PREMIER HAULTAIN 
SPEAKS ON AUTONOMY 


DOSED ES 


End of Present House may 
Witness its Creation 


The Present Great 
of Immigration 


The following interview with Pre- 
mier Haultain appears in the Mont- 
rea) Gazette: 

Hon. F. W. G. Haultain, leader and 
attorney general of the government 
of the North West Territories, is now 
in the city accompanied by his two 
brothers W. G. and T. G. Haultain, 
their presence being explained by the 
serious illnes of their mo.er who io 
sides with her daughter, Mrs. Mac- 
kim, Shuter street. 

Premier Haultain being interviewed 
yesterday said that the governmental 
macuinery of the North West was 
moving along smoothly enough and 
that an era of very general prosperity 
uad been ushered in all over the Ter- 
ritories, Being asked about the status 
of the present Assembly, the premier 
said he did not care to make com- 
parisons, but it was always improving 
and .ae deliberations were carried on 
in a businesslike manner. Doctors, 
lawyers, merchants #14 farmers, com- 
pose the Jegisators of the North West 
Assembly, and it might be said that 
they legislated ‘in a practical way for 
a practical people. 

Proceeding, Hon. Mr. Haultain said 
he happened to be a Conservative in 
federal politics, while one of his col- 
leagues, Hon. J. H, Ross, minister of 
public works and treasurer, was a 
strong liberal, as party lines are 
drawn in Canadian politics. He add- 
ed that of 31 members of the Assemb- 
ly, not one of them had been elected 
as a Liberal or Conservative, yet no 
doubt this would be changed sooner 
or later when the great province that 
will one day be constituted is aaimin- 
istered on party lines as is the case 
in the older portions of the Dominion. 

This brought up ihe much discuss- 
ed question of provincial autonomy 
and although toe leader of the gov- 
ernment said it had not yet become 
a burning question, he thought a new 
province of tue dominion with a com- 
plete autonomy would be erected in 
the near future in the North West. 

“Will this take Place within 10 
years?” he was asked, and Mr. Havi- 
tain replied quickly no doutt it would. 
He ss{d that four years, or the end 
of the present Assembly, would prob- 
@bly witness the creation of a pro- 
vince clothed with all the powers 
and prerogatives of a self-governed 
state. 

“Will the boundaries be changed?” 
the tnterviewer asked. 

“1 chink. not... Although’ there’ hus 
been ‘some’ talk af two provinces, I 
think it is now an accepted fact that 
the new province will comprise what 
is now the three territories of Alberta 
Saskatchewan and Assiniboia. Their 
area would be about 310,000 square 
miles ang for the time the 31 mem- 
bers now returned to the Assembly 
would be sufficient to do all the work 
required of them.” 

-he premier went on to explain 
that the further extension of tuaeir 
constitutional powers which such 
change would bring about, implied 
chiefly the power to borrow money 
ou the credit of the province, to grant 
railway charters and aid in their con- 
struction. He thought, howevr, that 
up to the present time the law pre- 
venting the Territories from borrow- 
ing money had been a wise one, but 
the time was near at hand when with 
a rapidly increasing population, a 
change was necessary. Mr. Haultain 
laughingly stated, that they had been 
deprived of the luxury of going to 
London to float ioans, yet in future, 
when power had been given them to 
borrow money, no doubt it. could be 
obtained in Montreal, so great had 
been the increase of capital in the 
commercial metropolis during the 
past few years. 

The prime minister said they had 
voted at the last session about 
$110,000, and of this amount $280,000 
would be received from the federal 
government, the balance being made 
up from local sources. They had re- 
ceived last year a good deal of money 
for permits granted to the Yukon 
trade, but the bill cutting off the 
Yukon from ine Territories closed up 
this source as a revenue producer. 

Being asked if the Territories had 
benefitted by the Klondike movement, 
Premier Haultain said that a great 
many discoveries had been made by 
people who had started for the Yukon 
via Edmonton, and although few of 
them @¥er reached their objective 
point but made such finds en route 
that a good deal of machinery was 
now being sent in, and in fact, he 
said, all that nerthern country is ex- 
eeedingly rich in mineral products. 
The Teritories, pe adds want rail- 
Ways and he believed that these woul@ 
be soon ‘provided.

The Hague, June 12.—The Russian 
project is still kept absolutely secret.

The fight on the Redistribution biil 
at present before parliament is go- 
ing on merrily not only in the house 
of commons tut in the press of Dn- 
tario, the province which is most 
affected, In the city of Toronto, in 
the representation of which a radical 
change is contemplated, the Mail and 


Empire has ably shown up the n- | 


consistencies of the proposed measure, 
while the Globe has taken up the 
cudgels on behalf of the government. 
From a fair and impartiai standpoint 
it must be admitted that the Mail 
has decidedly the best of the fight. 
The Globe hag been complied to admit 
that the Redistribution bill will cause 
“inequalities” in some constituencies 
and in. others “a substantial griev- 
ance.” It admits that the giving of 
two members to Norfolk, which is 
Liberal and has a population of 28,000, 
while Welland with 30,000 is given 
only one, is a patent inequality. It 
aleo admits that Toronto is undoubt- 
edly under-represented, and concludes 
its article by saying that, “if there 
are details on which the parti 
not agree, we see no reason why the 
ers of the judges should not be 
exiended so as to produce a settie- 
‘ment that will be satisfactory to all.

In the next place the 
bill is objectionable for the reason 
that it calls upon the judges. who 
are supposed to be out of politics, to 
do purely political work. Occup nts 
of the herch who have been vicient 
political partisans frequently make 
excellent judges for the sim>~'> r2ason 
that their political prejudices are 
not aroused by the work they = are 
called upon ¢to do. But it is con- 
trary to human nature that a judze 
who like Mr. James Lister, for c¢~- 
ample, has been recently elevated to 
the bench for his political services, 
could give a decision which would 
commend itself to fair minded men of 
both political parties. Judicial re- 
distribution is ont of the question.

point of view, it is decidedly in the 
interests of the country that if mange 
exists among cattle on the ranges, 
jit should be generally known so that 
‘it may be properly attacked and over- 
come, Dr, McEachran, who occupies 
the responsible position of Dominion 
veterinary inspector, states that the 
disease exists in Alberta from the 
‘mountains eastward and as far north 
as far as Mosquito crbek. If this 
jis so, it is only right that the facts 
should be made known in order that 
proper steps should be taken, 

| ‘there is, however, very general 
opposition among stockmen to the 
remedy suggested by Dr. McEachran, 
which is as follows: 

| “The suggesfion that every owner 
should bring hig infected cattle to the 
home ranche for treatment, if car-

But, if the World will have a con 
tempt for the army influence in Paria, 
the noisy Jew hating orators, and the 
demagogue judges and politicians who 
played for the applausé of the ignorant 
rabble, it will heve a respect corros- 
pondingly great—even greater— for 
those public iaen who, seetag that 
there was a4 possibility of wrong 
having been done, Gnred everything 
to open the way for justice. Zola. 
Labori, the ministers, and the mass of 
unknown people whose moral support 
the active workers must have been 
able to count on, have done France q 
service as great as they have done for 
justice. They have raised the nation 
in the respect of the world. They have 
put the army back in its proper place 
as the servant of the state. Theirs is 


a triumph for the civil over the army | 


power when such a triumph waa 
gravely needed; and this is the best 
thing among all that is good that has 
come out of evil of what will long be 
remembered as the Dreyfus affair. 


CAVIARE 


Anything too good fer popular ap- 
preciation was once described by 
Hamlet, Prince of Denmark, as 
“Caviare to tig general” meaning of 
course the general public, and as a 
consequence caviare has become a 
sought after if somewhat costly 
article of diet, 

The “general” being of opinion 
despite the view of Hamlet that the 
best is none too good for it, is loudty 
demanding caviare, which consists 
merely of the roe of a sturgeon 
flavored with vinegar and salt. The 
eatihg of it is altogether a matter of 
taste, like sauer kraut, the manna of 
Germany, or haggis, the hasheesh of 
Scotland. Caviare differs from poets, 
who are not born not being born in 
the raw state and subsequently made 
j into an appetising dish. 

For many years it has . been a 
Russian specialty, but in accordance 
with the curious phases of trade, it 
has now become Canadian, and large 
quantities of caviare are today made 
from sturgeon taken in the Lake of 
the Woods. After 
simple salting process the sturgeon 
roe is shipped to Europe’ where it 
undergoes treatment, and wrapped in 
a Russian label comes back to Canada 
as the “genuine” Russian article. As 
a matter of fact, Canadian caviare is 
superior to Russian, but Russia has 
had the prestige and prestige is 
everything. If caviare hasn't a Rus- 
sian label, it is no good, 

When the “general"’ learns a little 
more common sense, it will admit that 
the Canadian article is good enough 
to stand on its own merits, even 
without a Russian label. When the 
process is completed in Canada, there 
is ne reasoi why there 
shou!d not be a profitable 
industry which would add considerably 
to the resources of the district where 
sturgeon are caught. It may be in- 
cidentally remarked that sturgeon are 
not to be caught ‘‘on the fly.” The 
mode of capture on the Saskatchewan 
is to corral the fish in a structure 
built in the river.

It will be apparent to thoee 
who are acquainted with social con- 
ditions in Northern Alterta that some 
passing pilgrim has been “stuffing” 
the Advance, which although usually 
a well informed paper has on this 
occasion teen victimized. There in 
no place new or old under the Brit- 
ish fies where there are more liberal 

‘ and general education ! frt':itles than 
* there are in Northern Alberta today. 
This may seem a broad statement but 
it is absolutely and literally true. 
Bchoolhouses are to be found every- 
where that there are settlers, and 
organ MFW BGKQGKQQG 
mo expense has been spared in the 
organizing of frequent school dis- 
tricts and the ¢mployment of capable 
teachers, It would be interesting to 
learn the name of the precise locality 
which drove the Advance informant 
‘out of a country whose every pros- 
pect pleased and only the educational 
facilities were lacking. The Herald 
submits with all respect that no such 
Place exists and that the statement 
made to the Advance was merely a 
subterfuge for the purpose of con- 
cealing the real reason for flitting. 
7t is not the absence of schools or 
the unsuitability of the country which 
will ever drive any settler from Al- 
berta, but there are people in tiis 
world eo constituted that they cannot 
gettle down in any one place for 
arly appreciabie length of time. Their 
psy nature compels them to be ever- 
ingly on the move. They could 
mo more settle down in Alberta than 
they could settle down in Heaven, 
and when they are made to give some 
ree<on for their peculiar restlessness. 
and there is no valid reason to be 
giv’n. they are of necssity driven to 
invent cz. But to ascribe to Nor- 
hharn A’berta a scarcity of education- 
al fecllitios is very poor and very 
Teh ble mendacity.

The cigarette has been accused of 

innumerable injuries to the physical 

Bystem, and it is often charged with

THE CRIMINAL CODE 

The bill which the minister of jus- 
tice has prepared in amendment to 
the Criminal Code, 1892, will be of 20 
or more pages. In addition to the 
provisions respecting lotteries and 
gambling, the measure provides that 
“everyone is guilty of an indictable 
offence and liable to one year's im- 
prisonment who by failing to perform 
any legal duty, permits a person in 
his custody, on a criminal charge, to 
escape therefrom.” This clause, pro- 
viding against negligent escape, was 
contained in the bill of 1892, but was 
struck out. 

Scurrilous mail matter causes seri- 
ous trouble to the post office depart- 
ment, aud the sending of it is a 
grave offence. 

An amendment is made to the law 
concerning seduction, by which girts 
above 14 and under 16 years of age, 
who have preferred charges, will not 
be required to establish their pre- 
viously chaste character. Provision 
is also made against the seduction of 
girls under 21 years, employed in 
shops eur stores, or as domestics, 
under penalty of two years’ imprison- 
ment. Provisions are also inserted 
to remove technical difficulties in es- 
tablishing girls’ ages, in consequence 
of which the law has become almost a 
dead letver. 

Section 410 has been amended to 
provide against burglary, that every 
one convicted of an offence under this 
section, who wher. arrested or when he 
committed such offence, had upon his 
person any offensive weapon, shall in 
addition to the imprisonment above 
prescribed, be liable to be whipped. 
It has been represented that crimes of 
this nature have been alarmingly 
frequent of late, and that in many 
cases they are committed by profes- 
sional tramps, which class is year by 
year becoming a greaier menace *o 
the peace and safety of residents of 
} small towns ang of villages and rural 
| districts. 

Penalties are to be imposed against 
; anyone who has in his possession any 
| plate, roll or die for printing or en- 
| graving Dominion notes or stamps. 
| Provision is also to be made to pre- 
| vent, under penalties, the tendering of 
bills of defunct banks and notes of 
the confederated states. 

In the clause which forbids parties 
conspiring or rombining with com- 
panies to unduly limit the facilities 
for transportation, production, manu- 
facture, ete., to unduly enhance 
| prices or to undaly prevent competi- 
; tion, is added a provision that nothing 
}in this clause shall be. vzonstrued to 
|apply to combinations ¢ workmen or 
employees for their ow reasonable 
protection as such workmen or em- 
ployees, 

The new act will remove all doubt 
as to the right to read all depositions 
taken at a previous trial.

examine every herd in the state, 
iwhetner private or not. In referring 
to the subject the Chicago Inter Ocean 
|cites a case where consumption was 
|communicated to several people 
througu contaminated milk. A Mite 
girl died some time ago from ¢on- 
sumption; upon investigation it was 
|found that the cow of the neighbor 
who supplied the family with milk 
had a bad cough. Shortly after the 
jowner of the cow died from con- 
}sumption,and now his wife is dying 
the same compiaint. It is 
claimed that this particular cow was 
jthe means of transmitting the disease 
jto three people at least. It is quite 
jevigent that the prevention of con- 
| sumption is a much 
more important matter than the cure 
lof the disease.

HOW LABOR LAW WORKS 


The Railway Bili—The Grand Trunk 
aad = Alien 
Labor 


Special Correspondence to Tho 
Herald 


Ottawa. June 3—The Drummond 


Counties Railway bili has passod all 
its readings but one, and the Grand 
Trunk resolution®, which is part of 
the same series o: transaction, haa 
been considered. ‘suese measures 
have been pretty fully explatned, tut 
some mention may be madt of tne 
four-hour speech of the tinistcr cf 
railways on Thursday in wort if 
his scheme. Mr. Blair defends hi: 
railway policy by arguing thai it 
has already been successful. His 
showing is that the earnings of 1:6 
Intercolonial system will be % rer 
cent larger in the year ending (ue 
last of this month than in the year 
ending June, 1897, The mileage is 
i4 per cent greater than it was two 
years ugo, so that the earnings in- 
cTeased in two years by 14 per cent 
This great gain, according to Mr. 
Blair, must have been due to the op 
eration of the Drummond Counties 
and Grand Trunk lines, and thus the 
policy is vindicated. 

What Mr. Biair Didn't Say. 

The minister did not mention the 
fact that while the Intercolonial 
gained 14 per cent traffic in two years, 
the tonnage of freight carried on all 
the railways of Canada increased 14 
per cent in one year. It thus ap- 
pears thut the Intercolonial gained 
only half as much per year as the 
average gain of all the Canadian rail- 
ways. Mr. Blair did not need there- 
fore to explain why the I. C. R, 
traffic should have increased, but did 
need to show why the increase of the 
government railway business had 
heen less than that of other lines. 
The minister got near enough to this 
question to state that the growth of 
the [ntercolonial trade was not due 
to the general business activity. He 
declares that, so far as the Maritime 
provinces were comcerned, business 
during this year was not more sat- 
isfactory than it had been any time 
during the last 10 years. This is 
not the same account that Mr. Field 
ing gave in his budget speech des- 
cribing the progress of the whole 


for the increased business on the 
Intercolonial, Mr. Powell figures out 
that every dollar of additional bus 
iness has been gained at a cost of 
$1.82. 

Mr. Blair has not, however, ex- 
plained the difference between the 
proposed agreement and the jone 
which the senate defeated two years 
ago. The following are among the 
more important changes in the whole 
transection: 


As to the Drummond Counties: 

The first agreement was equal to 
aA payment of $2,090,000. The second 
agreemnt is for the purchase, $1,600,- 
000, of the same property with about 
+--,00 more spent on it. 


As to the Grand Trunk: 

The first agreement provided that 
the government pay half the vost of 
maintenance, The present agreement 
provides that the cost of maintenance 
shall be paid by the contracting part- 
ies in proportion to their respective 
use cf the road, and we have , the 
Statement of Mr. Blair that the 
Grand Trunk uses the property 25 
times as much us the Intercolonial. 
At this rate the government will 
have to pay only 1-12 as much for 
nuintenanae as would have been paid 
under the old arrangement. 

As to betterments: 

The old arrangement provided that 
the government should pay five per 
cepy Interest on half the amoant ‘of 
any capital charges incurred for 
tetterments. The new bargain divides 
the cost not equally but in propor- 
tion to use, which will relieve the 
country of some 11-1zths of the ob- 
ligation imposed by the first agree- 
‘ment. Moreover the interest in this 
cage is reduced from five to four per 
cent, 


Lastly the first agreement pro- 
vided for the payment of $6,000 a 
year by the government for the ae 
of Grand Trunk’ property at Chau- 
dieve. By the present bargain this 
charge is abandoned. These are 
important changes all made possible 
wy the rejection of the original bil! 
by the senate. 

‘ A One-Sided Understanding 


The-alien labor question appears to 
be in @ singular position.
